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THROUGH LENT 
TO DIVINE UNION 

In the early days of the Church the season 
of Lent was a period of preparation and instruc- 
tion for the catechumens who were to be bap- 
tized on Holy Saturday. Today this function of 
Lentide is no longer considered essential, but the 
spirit of fasting, prayer, and a striving for closer 
union with God has remained. 

“Let my prayer be directed as incense in 
Thy sight, O Lord — The lifting up of my hands, 
as evening sacrifices.” (Gradual, Tuesday of first 
week of Lent) 

So we plead even at the commencement of 
the forty days, for though the Church recom- 
mends at this time fasting and acts of self-denial, 
they are only a means to an end — greater and 
purer love of God. It is by prayer, faithfully 
practiced, fervently said, and sincerely intended 
to be a promise of repentence and a pledge of 
love to Christ, that we can derive the richest 
benefits from the Lenten season. 

The period of preparation for the great feast 
of the Resurrection might also serve as a spiri- 
tual checkup, a close examination of conscience. 
On the fourth Sunday we pray: “Grant we be- 
seech Thee, O Almighty God, that we who for 
our evil deeds justly deserve to be punished, by 
the comfort of Thy grace may mercifully be re- 
lieved.” 

Let us entreat forgiveness for our sins, and 
beg the grace of greater devotion to Christ Jesus, 
our Lord. Let us make this Lent forty days of 
reparation for the many sins committed in the 
world today, and a fitting preparation for the 
drama of Calvary. 

For the year especially when the world is 
torn in strife, our Lenten sacrifices should be 
made not only for the increase of grace and 
sanctity in our own souls, but also as a plea unto 
the throne of the King of Kings that there may 
be a just peace and true victory over our eme- 
mies and the forces of evil.

One of the most interesting articles appear- 
ing in the Neic World for February 12, 1943. is 
that by the Rev. James M. Gillis.

College students, 
the future lay leaders, might do well to ponder 
some of Father Gillis’ interrogations. 

What he wants to know is what has happen- 
ed, or what is happening in our case, to the 
knowledge acquired in schools and colleges. 
Why isn’t our Catholic education diffusing itself, 
for according to St. Thomas, whatever is good 
has a tendency and a power to do so. Why are 
we allowing our malevolent brethren to make 
either stupid or wicked statements in the public 
press against our Church and our Faith, and we 
mutely accepting the stinging slaps? 

These are serious thoughts and merit serious 
consideration. Are Catholic students equipping 
themselves to answer them? Emboldened by 
the knowledge that the mighty pen of defender's 
of our Faith in the past has silenced greater 
foes than the present quasi-learned defamers, 
let them determine that they will so prepare 
themselves by a sincere study of our holy re- 
ligion and the mighty power of the pen, that 
they will never through ignorance or apathy, 
take their places in the ranks of the inarticulate 
educated Catholic laity.
